A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT 


James Colvin Injured inJMHU—Death 


Results. 


Monday afternoon about 3 o'clock 


the little town of Schellsburg was 
shocked by the news that 16-year-old 
James Colvin had been injured in a 
terrible manner in his father's flour 
mill. He had been assisting his fath- 
er and in attaching a belt to a wheel 
his clothing caught on the main shaft. 
There were no witnesses to the acci- 
dent and it is not known exactly how 
it occurred. 
He was discovered by 


his father who hurried for aid and 
the mangled body of the boy was re- 
moved to his home nearby. 


Medical aid was summoned and 


upon examination it was found that 
there was little hope of recovery, as 
the left arm was torn off at the shoul- 
der and the right arm broken and 
crushed, both legs were broken and 
internal injuries sustained. 
All the 


boy's clothing, with the exception of 
a sleeve, was torn from his body and 
it seems almost miraculous that his 
life was not instantly crushed out. 
During a period of consciousness he 
was able to talk with the members of 
his family but could not give a clear 
account of the accident. 
Death re- 


lieved his agony shortly before mid- 
night.

IMPORTANT OPINION 


Filed by County Solicitor Pennell— 


Commissioners Not Liable. 


County Solicitor Pennell recently 


filed with the County Commissioners 
an opinion in the matter of the bill 
of the lunacy commission that passed 
upon the mental condition of the 24 
inmates of the insane department of 
the county Almsfcouse and the bill 
of Sheriff 
Imler for transporting 


the inmates to the Pennsylvania Lun- 
atic Hospital at Harrisburg. 


On April 7. the insane department 


of the looal Almshouse was inspected 
by order of the Committee on Lunacy 
of the Board of Public Charities of 
Pennsylvania and found inadequate 
and unsuitable and ordered it to be 
abolished. 
On April 11 the Court 


appointed a commission in lunacy 
consisting of John N. Minnich, Esq 
Dr. A. C. Wolf and D. Clyde Cessna;' 
on April 24 this commission reported 
to the court that they found all of the 
24 inmates to be insane. 
On April 


29 the court ordered all of said luna- 
tics to be committed to the Pennsyl- 
vania State Lunatic Hospital at Har- 
risburg and that the County of Bed- 
ford pay the expenses of the commis- 
sion and their transfer and mainte- 
nance. 
They were taken to Harris- 
burg by Sheriff Irnler and seven as- 
sistants. The bill of the Lunacy Com- 
mission which amounted to $61 20 
and 
that 
of the 
Sheriff, 
which 


amounted to $1,119.14, were present- 
ed to the County Commissioners.

In March the Poor Board filed with 


the County Commissioners its requi- 
sition for $14,000 to meet the run- 
ning expenses of the Almshouse and 
care for the insane during the ensu- 
ing year, which the Commissioners 
did provide, hence they are not liable 
for these bills. 


The Sheriff's bill is founded upon 


a misconception ol an Act of Assem- 
bly which has been construed by the 
Superior Court to mean that when 
several persons are taken at one 
time to an asylum by a Sheriff he 
may charge mileage in each indi- 
vidual case, provided a separate com- 
mitment is issued

less boon of liberty and of freedom 
and hand down to posterity a free 
and united nation. 


Our own county took a prominent 


part 'in that great contest and it is a 
matter of patriotic pride to remem- 
ber the alacrity with which our peo- 
ple showed their appreciation of the 
situation 
and their willingness to 


render aid in suppressing rebellious 
acts and bringing about the re-estab- 
lishment of law and order. 


On the 12th day of April, 1861, 


the South opened fire on Fort Sumter 
and on the 14th day of the same 
month the Fort was surrendered. On 
the 15th of April, 1861, President 
Lincoln sent out his proclamation 
.calling upon the nation for 75,000 
volunteers. 
On the 25th -day of the 


same month, or ten days after the 
proclamation of the President was is- 
sued, Bedford county furnished her 
first company of men in answer to the 
President's call for troops. 
Some of 


the men who were members of that 
company are with us today, while 
some are numbered among the dead. 
No one could then tell of the fearful 
and protracted struggle that was to 
follow. 
But as time rolled on and 


the conflict widened and deepened, as 
other calls were made for men Bed- 
ford county's quota was filled with 
as earnest and brave soldiery as ever 
did duty for their country, and from 
our hills and valleys we sent forth 
over 2,800 men to battle for the right 
and assist in the perpetuity of the 
union of the States. 


How different the conditions then 


existing from what they are today' 
What a mockery, as we look back 
from this date, were the declarations 
that "All men are created equal," 
that they are entitled to life, liberty, 
and the pursuits of happiness, and 
that to attain these ends for all men 
the colonies were separated from the 
mother country that they might, in 
deed and in truth, become a free 
land! 
And how that declaration, in 


conflict with then existing facts, fol- 
lowed us to our shame and to our 
sorrow! 
The four millions of black 


people, enslaved in a tree country, 
were a travesty upon truth. 
Slavery 


was the bone of contention, constant- 
ly creating discord and confusion 
jimong: the States of the Union, The 
determined effort of the South to ex- 
tend the 
slave 
territory 
and the 


equally determined decision of the 
North that slavery should not be ex- 
tended, brought, about the confedera- 
tion of the southern states in 1861, 
-their efforts to dissolve the union of 
the states, and erect on this conti- 
nent A separate union, where slavery 
should continue to live and be pro- 
tected by constitutional law, the high- 
est law of the land. 
It was a crucial 


hour in our Nation's life. 
The cries 


of the slaves and the prayers of the 
anti-slavery element in this country 
ascended to heaven and were heard 
and answered as certainly as God 
heard and answered the cries of the 
Israelites in Egyptian bondage. 


A modern Moses was needed and 


Abraham Lincoln was the human in- 
strument to lift those slaves from 
bondage to liberty. What a fearful 
struggle we passed through in order 
to settle this great question! 
For 


four years we were engaged in a 
bloody war; it was the greatest con- 
test the world had over witnessed. 
Over two million men from the North 
donned the blue, followed the starry 
banner they loved so well, and fought 
for the perpetuity of the nation and 
freedom foi all men. 
How uncertain 


at times the conflict seemed! 
How 


disheartened became citizens and sol- 
diers as our brave boys met w i t h de- 
feat and were driven back with great 
loss by the Confederate armies! How 
the prayers went up from pulpit and 
pew, 
from closet and field, for the 


success of the Union armies and vic- 
tory for the cause of freedom. 
Were 


those prajers answered? 
This great, 


nation, grander and stronger than 
ever before in her history, with her 
unparalleled prosperity, her wonder- 
ful industrial possessions, her growth 
in Christianity, her great influence 
for good, her now united people with 
hearts so filled with patriotism and 
love for the old flag that, when we 
were about to engage in the late war 
with Spain, it became a race and a 
struggle as to whether the North or 
the South should furnish the most 
men to take the posts of danger, to 
tread the warship's decks, or charge 
over the. plains and up steep hills into 
the muzzles of the Spanish rannon. 
Aye! this magnificent republic, with 
Iicr united and happy eighty millions 
of people, is the reply—that God 
heard and answered those prayers. 


We arc, indeed, a groat nation, 


and so rapid has been our progress 
and development it would almost

on to great destiny. 
To whom shall 


we ascribe our greatness, give credit 
for our. magnificent expansions and 
wonderful development? 
Have we 


been a nation, drifting along accord- 
ing to the plans of government as 
they might be determined by the suc- 
cessful political party as it came into 
power and control of the nation? 
Was Washington only a man of op- 
portunity? 
Was Lincoln simply a 


successful candidate of a victorious 
political party? 
Was McKinley only 


the outgrowth and product of the 
success of the protective tariff party,' 
or was there some great power, some 


uiding hand directing our nation 


and placing these men as leaders for 
the American people in the great 
mergencies through which the na- 
tion has passed? 


Every student of the history of our 


nation, if he believes in a divine pow- 
er and an over-ruling 
providence, 


must be impressed with the thought 
that our achievements and our posi- 
tion, as a government, are not the re- 
sult of chance but that the controll- 
ing power of the universe has direct- 
ed otn- course and is using this nation 
:or 
the 
accomplishment 
of 
some 


i-eat purpose. 
We were chastised 


for the sin of slavery, but when the 
emancipation procamation broke the 
shackles and declared the bondmen 
free, a tide of development and pros- 
perity began to flow in upon us and 
so continued to increase as the years 
went by until today we are 
the 


strongest nation financially, and have 
made greater educational, agricultur- 
al, and industrial development than 
any other nation upon the face of 
the earth. 
Our adherence to right 


aud truth in our governmental deal- 
ings with other nations has astound- 
ed diplomats and demonstrated to the 
\\orld that governmental ends can be 
accomplished without falsehood and 
deception. 


We have demonstrated, in answer- 


ing the cry of and giving aid to the 
distressed, that we were acting from 
an humanitarian standpoint solely, 
and were not actuated by a desire 
for conquest and territorial aggran- 
dizement. 
Through the lortuues of 


war we acquired possessions in the 
Orient, but our generous treatment 
of Spain, was a surprise to other na- 
tions and the common understanding 
of our people is that, as soon as the 
Filipinos develop sufficient capacity 
to govern themselves, they will be 
'4JVPH (nil charge and control of their 
government. We are civilizing, chris- 
tianizing, and educating a semi-bar- 
barous people, lifting them up to a 
higher plane and giving them a clear- 
er idea of the higher and better life, 
so that when the time comes they 
will be prepared ior the emergency 
of governmental control. We entered 
the ports of Japan while she sat in 
gross darkness; we awakened her to 
the realities of a now life. 
Under our 


inspiration and help she has devolop- 
co, within half a century, to a world 
power and the light of the gospel is 
being freely extended to her people. 


We have forced the open door in 


China, through which the commerce 
of this and other nations is now flow- 
ing, while the evangelizing influences 
of the gospel arc being introduced to 
her people and the Christian elements 
of this and other lands are of the be- 
lief that, within the century, the 
Chinese Empire will bo christianized. 
In our dealings, as a government, 
with China we have shown our mag- 
nanimity and our honesty by return- 
ing to her ten million eight hundred 
thousand dollars of the damage fund 
awarded to us for injuries sustained 
by our people and interests in the 


late Boxer uprising. 
We paid the 


actual damages sustained, and this 
surplus of ten million eight hundred 
thousand dollars, to the amazement 
and consternation of other powers, 
we returned to China. It was a new 
departure in governmental dealings 
with each other. The old rule was 10 
get all you can and keep all you get, 
but America has now introduced the 
square deal policy among the nations 
and our bold stand in this direction 
means much for good and for right 
in the future in the dealings of gov- 
ernments with each other. 


We are building the great canal 


that is to unite the Atlantic and the 
Pacific oceans and shorten the dis- 
tance ten thousand miles between the 
Atlantic and Pacific shores of our 
own country. 
The construction of 


this great highway will 
stimulate 


commerce and trade and add largely 
to the wealth and protection of this 
great country. 
Suppose, in. the War 


of the Rebellion, the South had been 
successful, what would have been the 
effect upon the North? With Canada 
on the northern border arid a south- 
ern republic on the* south, conditions 
would be altogether different from 
what they are today. 
Our command- 


ing influence as a nation would have 
been weakened; we would have been 
restricted in wealth and trade; the 
Panama canal would have been no 
government project; the Monroe Doc- 
trine would have disappeared with 
our diminished strength; wars would 
have been frequent; the attitude and 
condition of Mexico and the South 
American states would have been 
changed, and with our distinguished 
power and strength our controlling 
influence among nations for good and 
for right would have 
disappeared. 


And so I say, unhesitatingly, that in 
the War of the Rebellion we were 
lead to ultimate victory by the guid- 
ing hand of Providence. 
He did not 


intend we should be shorn of our 
power and our g-reatness as a nation. 
The strength and power of the re- 
united nation was needed in the car- 
rying out of His plans and we are to- 
day a great nation because God has 
made us great. 
As we look back 


over the great struggle "we can now 
see how near we were at times to de- 
feat, which would have meant the 
recognition, 
by European 
govern- 


ments, of the Southern Confederacy 
as a nation and the dismemberment 
of this Union. - Had England been 
our friend at the breaking out of the 
war and had she shown, her friend- 
ship for us in a manner that could 
not have been misunderstood, conti- 
nental Europe would have given no 
open encouragement 
to the South 


and the war might have been of short 
duration. 


Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated on 


the 4th of March, 1861.. As yet, no 
act of violence had been committed 
by the South. 
On the 12th of April 


the South opened fire on Fort Sum- 
ter. 
On the 17th of April, history 


tells us, the president of the Confed- 
eracy authorized letters of marque 
to be issued to commanders of ships 
owned by the Confederacy, but as the 
Confederacy was not recognized as a 
nation this was in direct conflict with 
international 
law and placed 
the 


commanders of such vessels, in the 
light of the law, as pirates upon the 
high sea. On the 19th of April, 
President Lincoln issued a proclama- 
tion declaring a blockade of 
the 


Southern ports and that pruateers, 
with letters of marque from the Con- 
federacy, would be treated as pirates. 


It became important that our gov- 


ernment should be proporlv repre 
sented in England and our plans and 
policy made known to the English 
government. 
Of the conditions ex- 


isting in this country the English 
government was fully aware, and 
they also knew that Charles Francis 
Adams, as minister to England, was 
on his way to London will full in- 
structions from our government, and 
yet the chronicler of events of that 
period shows that, on the day before 
Mr. Adams' arrival in England, the 
English government recognized the 
Southern Confederacy as belligerents. 
This was an unexpected act on the 
part of the English government and 
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demonstrated, at once, its unfriendlj 
feeling to our government. 
Later in- 


formation showed that England was 
acting in concert with France, in hos- 
tility to the North, and that, in con- 
sideration of the benefits England 
hoped to attain commercially, she 
formed an unfriendly alliance to- 
ward us, with France who proposed 
to take advantage of our internal war 
by establishing a monarchy in Mexi- 
co. This recognition of the Confed- 
eracy, as a belligerent, gave to the 
South the same rights in the ports of 
those countries as the government of 
the United States enjoyed. 
It per- 


mitted them to purchase supplies and 
gave them privileges they could not 
have had undter other conditions. As 
the days passed on England went 
much further, allowing vessels for 
the Confederacy to be built in Eng- 
lish ship yards, arms and munitions 
of war to be purchased, and ships, 
thus equipped and manned by sea- 
men secured for the Confederacy, to 
leave her ports and prey upon the 
vessels of commerce of the United 
States government. 
That these ac- 


tions were wrong in principle and un- 
lawful was fully demonstrated after 
the war, when England was compell- 
ed by the Geneva Award to pay onr 
government 
an enormous 
sum of 


money for the injury inflicted upon 
us by the privateers fitted out in 
England's ports. They all tend, how- 
ever, to show the depth of England's 
hostility, and the extent to which she 
was willing to go to give aid to the 
South and embarrass the North. Re- 
peatedly, only the most skilful di- 
plomacy saved an open rupture be- 
tween England and the United States 
government, and the feeling became 
so bitter that it almost culminated 
in an open declaration of war on the 
part of England in the latter part of 
1861. 


The Confederate government had 


appointed Messrs. Slidell and Mason 
as commissioners ' to , England and 
France; their mission was to secure 
recognition of the Southern Confed- 
eracy, as an independent nation, by 
those countries. In the early part of 
November 1861, they had taken pas- 
sage on the British ship, Trent, for 
England. This vessel was intercept- 
ed on the high sea by the U. S. 3. 
San Jacinto, commanded by Captain 
Wilkes who boarded the English ves- 
sel and took Mason and Slidell, with 
their two secretaries, and 
placed 


them 
on board 
the San Jaeinto. 


When this act became known to the 
British government it immediately 
demanded the return of the men thus 
taken from the Trent, thefr redeliv- 
ery to British authority, and an am- 
ple apology from the United States 
government; and the English minis- 
ter at Washington, Lord Lyons, was 
specifically directed to grant no de- 
lay and that, if the demands of the 
English government were not com- 
plied with in seven days, he should 
leave Washington, taking with him 
the members of his legation, together 
with all his records, and return to 
London. These demands of the Eng- 
lish government, harsh as they were, 
insisted upon as insolently as they 
had been, and humiliating as they 
were to us, were complied with by 
our government. 
The English min- 


istry were hostile to us; they had no 
hesitancy in showing their bitter- 
ness, and, as an indication as to how 
far they would have gone had this 
matter not been amicably adjusted, 
we have only to remember that while 
these negotiations were being con- 
ducted the English government was 
sending soldiers aud cannon to Can- 
ada to be used against the United 
States government, if a compromise 
of this affair was not made. 
And so 


far had England gone in her under- 
standing with other nations, that 
France, Prussia and Austria inform- 
ed the government at 
Washington 


that they would support England in 
her demands. 
Had Russia joined 


with England, France, Austria and 
Prussia, the South would have been 
recognized and foreign intervention 
would have helped to divide thi1? 
Union and establish a southern slave 
republic on this continent. But Rus- 
sia was our firm friend and demon- 
strated, in a way to convince the oth- 
er powers, that if they intervened tor 
the South she would stand for the 
North and the perpetuation of the 
union of the States. 


Another incident during that per- 


iod almost brought a declaration of 
war, 
on the part of the United States, 


against the Bi itish government, and 
'an article in the newspapers not long 
since, announcing that the British 
man-ol-\\ar Viper had been destroy- 
ed, brought vividly to mind the condi- 
tions existing when the Viper was 
built, equipped and manned, ready to 
start on its voyage on the high seas, 
from an English port to prey upon 
American 
commerce. 
Mr. 
Adams, 


our minister to England, obtained 
positive information that the Viper 
and 
anothor ship had been 
fully 


manned and equipped for 1he Con- 
federate government. 
When the at- 


tention of the English government 
was diplomatically drawn to this af- 
fair they denied the charges made 
and the disposition of the English au- 
thorities was to allow these vessels, 
as they had allowed the Alabama and 
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the Shenandoali, to go out from Eng- 
lish ports to play the part ot" pirates 
upon the high sea. All efforts of di- 
plomacy were used by Mr. Adams to 
no avail, until finally he said to the 
English prime minister, 
"if these 


ships are allowed to go out from 
British ports to prey upon the com- 
merce of the United States govern- 
ment on the high sea, it is superflu- 
ous for me to point out to your lord- 
ship that this means war between 
England and the United States." So 
far had the matter gone that Mr. 
Adams was ready to ask for his pa- 
pers and return to the United States, 
when the Prime Minister of England, 
realizing that the chances of success 
were with the North and influenced 
by the views of men high in the na- 
tion, who believed that a war with 
the United States would be disas- 
trous to England, agreed that the 
vessels should be retained in British 
ports upon condition, however, that 
Mr. Adams, as the American Minister,

we been forced at that time into an 
•open conflict with great Britain. Had 
war followed on either of these oc- 
-easions, England, France, Austria 
and Prussia would have given the 
'Southern Confederacy full recogni- 
tion as a nation'; invasion of our ter- 
ritory from Canada by British troops 
would have followed; the English 
navy would have opened the blockad 
of the southern ports and we would 
have faced the possibility of defea 
lor the North or a treaty of peace 
that would have permitted the South 
ern States to sever their connection 
with the Union and to establish 
slave oligarchy on this continent 
"Who can doubt that the guiding hand 
•of Providence led us through these 
and other dangers so that the whole 
strength of a free and purified na- 
tion might be used as a moral help 
and influence in the great work of 
leading nations up to that high -mora 
plane where equity and fair dealing 
shall play the prominent part in ad- 
justing the difficulties and contro- 
versies that arise among the powers 
of the world? 


I have now no doubt as to the per- 


petuity of our government; ia~fact, I 
may be regarded as optimistic on this 
line. I look for the fulfillment of 
great destiny for this nation. 
Her 


lustre will not be dimmed but, in the 


^ onward march of nations, she must 


an'd will be in the very forefront, and 
her vanguard will always carry the 
banner of right, which is the absolute 
guaranty of her success. 
But I do 


not ovprlook the fact that we will 
have national troubles, internal and 
external. I bear in mind the changed 
relations and the new conditions that 
surround us—the danger of compli- 
cations in regard to our new posses- 
sions; the great onrush of nations in 
the strife for commerce and trade; 
the necessity for new markets for 
our grain and manufactured 
pro- 


ducts; the competition we must meet 
on account of cheap labor and the 
advantage European 
and 
Oriental 


countries have from this source; the 
fact that the price of labor in this 
country can never be reduced to the 
rate paid in foreign lands; that in 
this country, where every citizen is a 
sovereign, the wages for labor must 
be such as to enable the wage earner 
to raise and educate his family so as 
to fit them for the stations they may 
be called to occupy as representatives 
of the people. And yet, with all the 
complications surrounding us, I fear 
no weakness in the stability of our 
government. 


v I am persuaded, as time rolls on, 


-that changes will take place in regard 
to. labor in European and Oriental 
nations; that the laboring classes will 
be elevated to planes they ought to 
occupy; that the pay for their labor 
will be increased, and that in this 
way there will ultimately come an ad- 
justment of the conditions and the 
difference now existing in the price 
of labor in the different lands. There 
are conditions, however, which unless 
changed and curbed, will invite dis- 
cord and 
trouble; 
conditions like 


those through which we have been

Civil War Veterans Answering Last 


Roll Cull in Large Numbers. 


The Grand Army of the Republic is 


passing in final review. 
The total 


number of survivors is now 620,000. 
This figure is obtained as follows: 
The last official enrollment, made by 
the pension authorities at Washing- 
ton, 
June 30, 1907, was 644,338. 


Deducting 2,500 a month, for nine 
intervening months, there were 22,- 
000 deaths. 


The Old Guard is dying off at the 


rate of 90 a day; but the death losses 
for each month are often higher. 
In 


1906 
Grand Army survivors died to 


the number of 29,208; and in 1907 
the loss was 31,201; for the year 
that closes June 1, 1908, the death 
rate will be unquestionably between 
35,000 and 37,000, if not higher. For 
the old soldiers of the Republic now 
have reached the average age of 63. 
At that rate, the deaths will come 
faster and faster still; and within ten 
years the noble army will be all but 
a memory. 


Had the soldiers of the Civil War 


not been mere lads in their teens, the 
Grand Army would long ere this have 
perished from the earth. 
But the 


Union was saved literally by boys— 
boys in their teens; and many had 
not even reached their teens. 


Startling as this statement seems, 


it is indisputably borne out by the 
official records: 


There were 2,778,309 enlistments, 


as follows: At the age of 10 and un- 
der, 25; at the age of 12 and under, 
225; 
at the age of 14 and under, 


1,523; at the age of 16 and under, 
844,891; at the age of IS and under, 
1,151,438; at the age of 21 and un- 
der, 2,159,798; 22 years of age and 
over, 618,511. 


Adding the number under 21 and 


over 22,—that is, 2,159,798 and 
618,511,—the total enrollment, was 
2,778,309. 


But there are some very old men 


in the Grand Army of the Republic; 
and that is all the more reason why 
the death losses will be exceedingly 
high in the years near at hand. 
There will come a time when the last 
call will be responded to each month 
by no less than 5,000 of the brave 
neroes of ' G l ; for already that figiire 
has been touched by one-half and 
over, and is growing with alarming 
rapidity. 


It requires little argument to sup- 


port the statement just made; and if 
the reader is of a mathematical turn 
of mind, let him go to the standard 
mortuary tables of the life insurance 
companies and determine for himself 
what is the expectancy of life for men 
of the ages set forth. 


Here are startling official figures 


pointing to the rapid vanishing of 
the Grand Army:

For upward of forty years every 


President registered at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, 
and Abraham Lincoln

THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS 


The first session of the sixtieth 


Congress has passed into history, 
having done nothing of importance 
but having'materially increased ap- 
propriations. 
Of the few things de- 


manding attention fewer still were 
touched and those that were taken up 
were either dropped or treacherously 
handled. 


The tariff, of which a revision and 


re-adjustment is most essential, was 
not touched. This was to be expect- 
ed; for now that a presidential cam- 
paign is near at hand, Congress 
which is strongly Republican, would 
not venture to reduce either ad 
•valorem or specific duties that are ad- 
vantageous to the big concerns that 
liave so long furnished the Republi- 
can campaign funds. 


The money question was taken up 


and a bill in which are revealed many 
advantages to Wall Street was pass- 
ad, in the House, the action of which 
is practically controlled by Speaker 
Gannon, by force and in the Senate 
by trickery and treachery.
